The A. M. E. Church is still very 
popular in Liberia, and may yet be- 
come a power for good, yet, churches 
do not increaze as they onght, there 
is n lethargy in state and church that 
needs revolution.

she had fitted herself to take the full 
normal course, which, she finished in 
1890, Her ambition was not «atisfied 
and she began to study medicine, and 
has just taken her doctor's degree, 
Now this woman—whose name is Geox- 
gin E. L. Patten— is going to Liberia.

TRAVELS IN AFRICA.

Voten or Mizsrons:; 

Yon will see my eleventh letter in 
the Christian rder written at 
Monrovia, Liberia. Since then I have 
returned to this place, where I have 
spent some days, about a week. I 
came up on the steamship, Dahomey, 
in company with the English colonial 
governor of Lagos, one of the ugliest 

oung men I ever sav; bat I judge he 
is a friend of his subject, as his escort 
were very black and finely attired. 
His black officers--military, I mean— 
just looked superb. 


Some of his escorts are anxions for 
an A. M. E. church to be established 
in that section of Africa; alzo nt the 
Gold Coast, I find that the very | 
name has a charm, yet, some of our 
Brethren are anxious to lop off the 
t rm, African. I am glad to find that 
Mrs. Ridgel is well, happy, cheerſnl 
and pleased all over with her station, 
and is preparing to open school in the 
Bishop Payne church of which her 
husband is pastor. Dr. Cole, who 
transferred this church to me for our 
connection but retainpd his member- 
ship in another church, has joined the 
A. M. E. connection gince my return 
to Sierra Leone, and been admitted 
and reordained an elder. I ordained him 
to satisfy my gcruples, which 
it is not necessary to state at this junc- 
ture, I have preached for Frederick, 
Decker and Ridgel, all the places were 
erowded and more room is needed. 
Elder Decker has « fine lot and will 
build as soon as he can se his way. O! | 
that he had a few hundred dollars to | 
start him off. The church, I mean the | 
mother church pastored by Rev. J. R. 
Frederick, P. E., is leaning or creen- | 
ing over at à frightful rate. Should | 
that church fall and kill six or seven 
hundred people, I know who will be 
to blame, and if my head is hot, 1 
shall drive the crime home upon the | 
robbers of our missionary fund. I 
know them and will ay , 
I accompanied Elder Fapderick, P. 
E., to the city hall, to withess the in- 
auguration of the new governor of Si- 
errs Leone. He was worn in by the 
chief justice of the colony. The dis- 
play was simply grand. At least a 
thousand colored soldiers were under 
arms and dressed in the most beautiful 
uniforms imaginable, and well per 
formed the military display for which 
they were called ont. The only thing 
at which my nature revolted was the 
ſact that all the commiasioned officers 
were white. But it ems like the Ne- 
gro is never in his glory unless he has 
« white boss. The black diguitarics 
of Sierra Leone were all out in style, 
however. LI never saw men look finer, 
more-portly and behave better in my 
life, 

Besides being well dressed, they bore 
themselves with a dignity that might 
be coveted by the leaders of any race. 
There were present black barristers, 
lawyers, judges, solieitors, doctors, 
&c., as well as merchants, ministers, 
druggists, traders and such like. In 
short it was a pageant demonstration 
to all intents and purposes. | 

I had a long talk with Rev. Wm | 
Vivian, of the United Methodist Free | 
Chareh, who has been in Africa for a | 
number of years, and has recently re- | 


turned from a trip of 300 miles into | 
the interior, He reports the country | 
far more healthy back from the sen 
coast, and the African there is anxious | 
for the Gospel. He has several mis- 
sious in the interior in a hopeful con- 
dition.

We, the Bishops, Chief Pastors and obedient servants of the aforesaid churches, 
nagemb.ed in joint council by order of vur respective General Conferences, most re- 
gpectfully beg leave to submit the following for your attention and consideration: 

For twenty-eight years, or more, Committees, Com nisions, and the Bishops, 
pf the alotrceaid churches, have been meetiag, from time to time, with a view of ef- 
ect ug an organic union bet veen these two von ra ed bodies; aod in keeping with 
the last prayer of our Saviour, making the two denon as lens & unit, which is now 
one in Ecclesiastical Polity, Faith, Doctrine, Forms an Usiges. For the rewoen 
we are boch Episcopal Methodist, and are Scripturally cosmopo itan in belief and 
practice, maintaining as we do, the Fatherhood of God, and the brotherhood of 
man. 

But in every instance some nou-essentlal issue, or definition of some term, or 
maguified technicality, has intervened, aud thy object 8-ught, and so much desired, 
bas been foiled, thus perpetuating « sproies of ecclegiastic feuda/izm which has 
weakened and retarded our religizu+ influence 4 noag the people, and in some in- 
ans, has been productive of results pataſully sinful, Too frequently we have 
engaged in a competitive warfare, where nothiag was at stake but the ambition of 
denominational conquest, Especielly bas this Veen the case with many of our min- 
boters and lay members. 

Our two lest General Conferences which met in Philadelpbiz and Pittsburgh, Pa, 
respectively, created a joint commission, consisting of twe.ye members each, repre- 
venting these bodies respectively; in the math of My, 1893, which twenty-four 
" commigsioners met and deliberated ia Harrigburg, Pa. Whale this commission did 
not reach a basis of organic union wholly satisfactory to each Generel Conference, 
they did flaally evolve such prospective term aud agreem u', as enabled them to 
decide upon & name. This hitherto inurmoun:able difficulty, having been over- 
come, the further disposition of terms, conditions an arcangoments for organic un- 
lon, were referred t the two Episcopal Councils crm\1.ncl, and orderel to be sub- 
mitted to the churches, as bereinafter provid : 1, 

That the object may be consammated, Heaven honored, the unity of the church 
nubservod, our people made more integral aud tha hearts of millions turaed toward 
God, we, therefore Invoke the prayers, chariry, patieno and loving-kindaess, of 
all who are of the household of faith, upon this, the result f our prayerſul labor. 


TERMS OF ORGANIO UNION. 


let. Finding that both the African Methodist Episcopal Church, and the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion Church have such an Eviscopal form of gorernment as is 
common to Episcopal Metbodists; and that they alike have the twenty five articles 
of religion, the general rules, the reatrictive rules, and the same ordination, eucha- 
rietic, marriage, baptismal, and burial service, with class mo-tings, love feats and 
pther forms of worship poouliar to Episcopal Matholian; with gen-ril, annual, dis- 
trict and quarterly conferences, and such-Iico. We recommenl1 that they all bs re- 
tained in the Uaited Church, with all the rights, prerogaiives aud responsibilities 
dz at present. 

2d. Fiading that both churches believe that the szcred Scriptures, is the word of 
God, and that the ministors and members tive a concorduat faith upon all the car- 
dinal doctrines of Chistianity; such as conviction for sin, jutific tion by faith, 
zanctification by the Holy Spirit, the immortality of the soul, the revurrection. of the 
dead, and other fundamental doctrines of Method ism, which will need no change 
or modification. We recommend that all statutory laws aud rules be submitted to 
the United General Conference, for such alterations, mod fications or addenda, as 
may be found necessary to perfect and perpetuate the union. 

8. As the general conference of both connections have agreed upon à name for 
ba Ualted Church, namely: African and Zion Methodist Ediscopal Church, we 
gubmit tho same for the concurrence of tha hereinafter deaignated conferences and 
congregations. 

Ah. Ali deeds, titles, claims and mortzages, ſor or agaiast either of the said 
churches or denominations, shall vest or be fixed in the United Church, on and 
after the ratification of this agreement, an i the trustees or officials, shall sue and 
be uod, plead and be impleaded as though no change of title had taken place. 

Sch. That the propositions, articles aad terms of agreement for the consumma- 
tion of the uuity of the two churches, as above named and defined, we propose that 
the same be submitted to all the annual conferences and churches or worshipping 
congregations throughout the bounds of both connections for their approval or rat. 
ification. And when a mijority of all the annual conferences and three-fourths of 
all the quarterly conferences, and three-fourths of all the churches or worshipping 
dongrogatlons, who shall be communicant members at the time the vote is submit- 
ted and may be taken, shall concur or by au affirmative vote, shall ratify the same 
the A. M. K Church and the A. M. E Z. Church shall be declared ons church, 
br denomination under the name of the **Africzaa and Zion Methodist Episcopal 
Church.” 

Mizzion churches or congregations will not by require i to vote in determining 
the t of this question, as they are more subordinate or dependent then 

and mandatory. 

th. The sev raf or respective Bishops presiding over the annual Conferences in each 
connection, on and after August lest, 1892, shall submit these propositions to 
the sald Conferences, and the majority vote, pro or con, «hall bo recorded upon 
the proceedings, and published with the minutes. And the Bishops preiding 
ahall certify to the same, with the Conference secretary, aud forward the certifi- 
cate {o the secretary of their respective Episcopal board or council, Also, the 
presiding elders shall, as they go the rounds of their quarterly meeting servi 
06s, 4ubmit the same to the quarterly Conferences, au 1 to all the churches or con- 
gregations in their several districts during some hour of their quarterly meeting 
det vices. And tho result of the vote shell be attested by the presiding elder, pas- 
tor and the secretary of the stewards“ or trustee board; and the presidlug elder 
ball forward the same to the Bishop of the district, who, shall in turn, transmit 
the same to the secretary of his Episcopal board of council. 
7th. Whenever the consent of the ministry, and membership of the aforesaid 
pounections, has been declared as aforemen'ioned, the senior Bishops of both 
bodies shall call a joint meeting of the Bishops of the respective churches; which 
joint board or council of Bishops, shall provide and arrange for a meeting of a 
united general Conference of the African and Zion Methodist Episcopal Church.
